Narcissa and Samuel being two most 
wonderful names, we tend to take our ad- 
miration for the Chamberlains of Marble- 
head for granted. Samuel Chamberlain's su- 
perlative photography won us first, and 
then his knowledge of food. Then came 
Narcissa’s treatise on the happiest possible 
use of eggs: “The Omelette Book.” It is 
this book that wins Narcissa Chamberlain 
our accolade as “Cook o' the Month.” Her 
more than 300 omelettes range all the way 
from alpha to omega.

any doubt about where he was going To 
the hills of fame and gold, that’s where 
At school he was in all the plays, and 
even had a snoring act on the side for 
dormitory audiences. By the time he got 
to Harvard and his family had moved to 
an apartment on Beacon Street in Boston, 
Jack was ready for the Hasty Pudding 
Club and all that went with it. He became 
President in short order, and Vice Presi 
dent of the Delphic Club and the Dra 
matic Club while studying with the Naval 
ROTC. The latter was something of a 
bore, but writing music for the H. P. 
productions of 1946 and 1947 was sheer 
delight. It was at Harvard that he found 
he could play the piano and sing as well 
as act. The combination has served him 
well ever since 

Although World War II interrupted 
his theatrical career by plucking him out 
of Harvard and depositing him on the 
USS Lake Champlain as Communications 
Officer, he was right back at it as soon as 
he was demobilized. Although Broadway 
was his goal, radio gave him his first big 
successes. Soap operas were a rich field, 
and later he appear- 
ing in some 500 shows. In between radio 
and TV Jack played summer stock around 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts 
(chiefly with the Marblehead Players), 
whetting his love for the stage and giving 
his nimble tongue and brain the workout 
they needed. 

His Broadway debut was made in 1953 
in a revival of ‘Room Service,”’ and while 
this was no deathless role, it brought him 
to the notice of Hollywood, and an offer 
from Columbia Pictures. Within a few 
years he proved himself one of the most 
versatile young actors in the industry 
(and one of the most likable), even snag- 
ging an Oscar for Best Supporting Per- 
formance in 1955 for his portrayal of 
Ensign Pulver in “Mister Roberts.” 

But it is his role of the small-town 
lawyer, George Denham, in ‘The Jane 
From Maine’’ that Jack loves best. ‘I'm 
a fine upstanding guy,” explains Jack, 
“just the kind of citizen I admire, and 
that one always associates somehow with 
New England. You know,”’ he went on, 
“independent, not afraid of anybody, and

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just a little blundering. I want to be first 
selectman, but I never get more than two 
votes—my own and my uncle’s—but | 
keep on trying.” 

Doris Day plays a lady lobster shipper, 
and Ernie Kovacs the “heavy.” High on 
the cast of characters is “Sam,” a male 
southpaw lobster who is supposed to crawl 
around the house, watch television, pinch 
strangers’ legs, chase lady lobsters, and 
in general give everyone a thoroughly 
bad time. 

Although a mechanical lobster of Rube 
Goldberg complexity was designed for a 
trifling $4,000 to serve in long set-ups 
under the hot arc lights, and ten ordinary 
live lobsters were recruited as stand-ins 
for difficult water scenes, the Real Thing 
had to be found for the close-ups. A na 
tionwide search for a left-handed lobster 
(most of the breed are right-handed) was 
begun by director Richard Quine before 
leaving for location, but to no avail. A 
trained lobster wou!dn't be found dead in 
Hollywood except in the kitchen of a 
seafood restaurant. 

The search shifted to New England and 
the Costa Lobster Company at Groton 
Screen tests were set up, and left-handed 
lobsters from all over Yankee-land were 
flown in to be scruitinized for talent and 
beauty by Quine, executive producer Mar- 
tin Melcher, and the set-dresser, Lou 
Diage, who has been trying to shake the 
title of ‘Lobster Louie” ever since. Quine 
stirred up a stew between Maine and Con- 
necticut when he ignored the famous 
Maine lobsters and selected the Nutmeg 
crustaceans because ‘‘they are much more 
photogenic in Technicolor, much smarter 
as performers, and more important, make 
delicious eating.” 

The lucky winner, first of his breed to 
get a Hollywood contract, was a male 
southpaw, eighteen inches long and over 
five pounds in weight. (He would look 
well with drawn butter, but of course by 
now no one has the heart.)

| DON'T DOUBT HE MADE AN IMPOSING 
figure, yet I cannot help smiling 
whenever | picture the resplendent Ad- 
miral Bucknam Pasha, with his medals 
gleaming upon his gold-embroidered uni- 
form, his Anglo-Saxon face imperturbable 


under a gold-braided fez, his seaman’s 
hand on the hilt of his jewel-encrusted 
sword. About him I see the swarthy in- 


triguers of an Oriental court and, in the 
background, the veiled figures of a harem. 
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It is a musical comedy setting (I can 
almost hear the choruses bursting into 
Gilbert and Sullivan song), and it is an 


incongruous one for a man who had once 
played on the shore at the Bay of Fundy 
Except in imagination I never saw Rans 
ford Dodsworth Bucknam. In fact I never 
saw his friend (and my correspondent) 
Captain McGray, from whom I got 
of Bucknam’s story. His acquaintance with 
Ransford Bucknam began in 1892 “‘when 


most 
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we were each almost thirty years of age,” 
he wrote me. According to relatives, Ransy 
as he was known—was born about 
1865. They say he went to school in 
the West but it could not have been for 
long, because while he was still fourteen 
he shipped before the mast on a Great 
Lakes craft. Two years later he sailed 
from New York as quartermaster on a 
schooner bound for the Pacific. At Manila 
the schooner’s captain and mate died of 
cholera. None of the older crew-members 
was competent to take charge, so young 
Ransy immediately applied himself to the 
study of navigation, and was granted a 
master’s certificate by a special board of 
examiners. I presume he then brought the 
vessel back around the Horn to her home 
port. Later a steamship under his com 
mand (hemp and silver laden, from 
Tampico to New York) lost her pro 
pellers in a storm. She drifted helplessly 
for three weeks, but when a rescue ship 
finally appeared, Bucknam shifted his 
cargo to raise the stern, built a makeshift 
propeller, fitted it while at sea, and in- 
sisted upon bringing his damaged ship 
into New York under her own power. 
He followed this exploit by inventing ‘‘a 
compass,” as the newspapers called it, 
which automatically traced its ship's pas- 
sage upon a chart. By 1892 he and his 
wife had established their home at, or 
near, Castine, Maine, and he had been 
commissioned to bring one of the newly 
designed “whale-backs” from the Great 
Lakes to Boston for use in coastal freight- 
ing. 

At this time Arthur McGray command 
ed the Yarmouth, a large passenger 
steamer between Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, 
and Boston. As might be expected, he was 
among the many seamen who gathered at 
the Boston inspect Bucknam’s 
unique steam craft. “When loaded,” Cap- 
tain McGray wrote, “it looked for all 
the world like a huge whale basking on 
the surface, except that where the dorsal 
fin would be was a small pilot-house, with 
the necessary equipment. This pilot-house 
would also serve as an insurance against 
any roaming whaler mistakenly attempt 
ing to harpoon the thing.” The two young 
skippers exchanged derogatory remarks 
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about their respective commands. They 


took each other's measure and tentatively 
began the friendship that was to continue 
for many years. “We could generally be 
found together whenever our ships were 


in the same port,’ McGray wrote simply. 


In due time the “‘whale-back’’ needed 
a general overhaul and was sent to 


Cramp’s Shipyard at Philadelphia. The 
company president, Mr. Charles Cramp, 
look-out for an able, 
worthy captain and deep-sea navigator 
The yard was building four modern rev 
enue cutters for the Imperial Turkish 
Government. The contract called for their 
delivery at the Golden Horn. Mr. Cramp 
liked the cut of the young captain's jib 
and forthwith asked Bucknam to 
the company’s employ and make the con 
tractual deliveries. The 
erous so Bucknam resigned his command 
of the ‘“‘whale-back"’ and soon stepped 
to the bridge of the armed cutter Med jida 
She would fly the American flag until de 
livered at Constantinople. From there 
Captain Bucknam would return to Phila 
delphia and pick up the next cutter, by 
then completed and readied for sailing. 

“Admiral of the Turkish Navy’ has a 
grandiose ring, but it appears that the 
four cutters were practically the entire 
fleet, and they were, in reality, me rely tax- 
collecting devices! The vast 
the Turkish Empire of that time, and the 
lack of transportation facilities meant that 
the Sultan’s tax-collectors had to cover 
much of their wild and remote territories 
on the back of an ass. Many of them 
suffered robbery, and even death, at the 
hands of the bandits who, particularly in 
the mountainous thrived at the 
expense of the Imperial Treasury.

On a glorious summer day, some two 
months after he had entered the Cramp 
employ, Captain Bucknam navigated the 
Medjida into the deep-blue waters of the 
Golden Horn. Cannon from the fortresses 
boomed in salute and the guns on the 
new flagship returned the compliment 
with nice precision. The Medjida had 
been ‘‘dressed’’—long streamers of new 
bunting floated from the mastheads and 
down to the ends of the bowsprit and 
main-boom; Constantinople, too, was lav- 
ishly bedecked for the festivities of this 
momentous day. The high-fezzed Captain 
of the Port came aboard from a gay caique 
and, after exchanging felicitations with 
Captain Bucknam, he himself (‘‘bulging 
with importance”) directed the docking 
of the ship. He then announced that the 
Imperial Sultan, Abdul Hamid, with an 
entourage of the highest officials, could 
soon be expected aboard. From all direc- 
tions came the weird music of Oriental 
bands while impromptu parades along the 
waterfront heralded greater ceremonies. 
Bucknam claimed he was taken aback at 
such a magnificent reception; I'm sure he 
loved it. He hurried below to climb into 
the uniform which had been provided by 
Cramp’s thoughtful supervisors. After he 
had pulled into place the long dresscoat 
with its gold eagle buttons and rows of 
glittering braid, adjusted his imposing 
headgear and white kid gloves, he decided 
he did sufficient credit to American naval 
dignity. He then went on deck where he 
stood ready to receive His Imperial Majes- 
ty and Turkish officialdom. 

He was not kept waiting. “With great 
blare and pomp” Sultan Abdul Hamid 
emerged from the royal carriage and was 
escorted up the carpeted gangway. Cap 
tain Bucknam met a bow “of 
extreme After 
careful inspection of the ship, and gen 


him with 
courtesy’ and a salute 
eral expression of satisfaction and admira 
tion for American workmanship, the com- 
pany repaired to the officers’ commodious 
messroom and a table which had been set 
out by a noted Turkish chef 

Evidently the Sultan was immediately 
impressed by Bucknam; he asked for an 
interview and at once proposed that the 
captain assume command of the entire 
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revenue service of the Imperial Empire 
under the title Admiral Bucknam Pasha 
The salary would be 15,000 American 
dollars (a larger sum in 1902 than it is 
today) plus headquarters ashore with all 
expenses paid, including those of a harem 
befitting a high governmental official. 
Bucknam must have wondered then if the 
whole thing wasn’t a dream and if he 
wouldn't soon wake in the captain's berth 
aboard the “‘whale-back.’’ None the less, 
he replied calmly that he would consider 
the matter. 

When he was summoned to the Palace 
next day he found that a larger outline of 
the proposal had been framed. If he ac- 
cepted he would return to the United 
States and employ three competent masters 
who would bring the completed cutters to 
Constantinople and remain in permanent 
service aboard them. The master of the 
second ship would hold the position of 
Vice-Admiral at $10,000 a year and 
would direct the ships at sea under orders 
from the Admiral ashore. 

Captain McGray wrote, “Bucknam was 
immensely intrigued by the Sultan's offer 
and accepted it. In another ten days he 
was enroute to the United States to effect 
arrangements. Because of our long and in- 
timate comradeship, it was natural that he 
straightway came to Boston and laid the 
proposition before me. Surely I, earning 
a bare hundred a month, would never 
turn down ten thousand a year and a title 
of Vice-Admiral, even if it did take me 
to Turkey. And a harem. I must say | 
couldn't bring myself to a serious con 
sideration of what my friend thought a 
glorious opportunity. We discussed it at 
length over several luncheons and when 
I finally turned thumbs down, his utter 
disappointment reproached and grieved 
me. However, Bucknam eventually se 
cured other ‘heroes of the de« p to fill the 
positions, and in due course, all the ships 
were delivered at the Golden Horn, and 
Bucknam Pasha was installed as Ad 
miral.”’ 

Captain McGray gave me no details of 
Bucknam’s work during his decade or 
more in Turkey; for these we must go 
back to the newspaper accounts. The

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Bet you thought that Podunk was a 
mythical village, located in the wilds of 
nowhere and mentioned only as a location 
for a humorous story. We did. But as the 
sign to the left proclaims, Podunk is a 
real place in Massachusetts. There is also 
an Upper Dunk and a Lower Dunk. No 
kidding! But we are concerned here not 
with the village itself, but with Podunk’s 
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loveliest house, the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Lacroix. A meticulous housekeep- 


er, Mrs. Lacroix has kept her home in 
absolutely mint condition—hardly a thing 
has been changed since it was built about 
the 1800's by sea captain Richardson. Each 
item has its inviolable place and for 
twenty-five years the laundry has gone 
to a concern, favored by Mrs. Lacroix, 
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in Providence, Rhode Island. Unusual fea 
tures of the house and grounds include a 
second floor balcony which surrounds it 
on three sides. No doors, however, lead 
out to it. The estate is completely enclosed 
by a massive stone wall and beautiful topi- 
ary further hides the building from pas 
sersby. Few visitors and no publications, 
up to now, have been allowed inside. 
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There is fineness of detail everywhere 
you look in the Lacroix home. From the 
garden patio, right, where Mrs. Lacroix 
is shown seated, to the dining room with 

its hand blocked Alsace-Lorraine wall 

paper, there is a museum-like quality 

The windows in the living room and 

twin sitting room extend down to the 

floor and are shaded by folding, louvered 
blinds—a kind of Massachusetts variation 
of what New Hampshirites call an Indian 
shutter. ‘To our mind, the crowning fea 
ture of the interior is the lovely, spiral 
staircase which gracefully leads to the 
second storey. A flawless crystal chandelier 
further heightens the effect of the 
impressive hallway. Yes, there is indeed 

a Podunk, and it can claim one of the 
most beautiful houses in New England. 
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I YOU THINK OF A BIRD-WATCHER AS 
just a fuzzy-headed nature lover who 
goes tramping around in vintage tweeds 
with binoculars pointed skyward, you 
should take a trip to South Lincoln, Mas- 
sachusetts and there, in an outdoor aviary, 
you would see a modern bird-watcher in 
action. What is he doing? He's giving 
the birds tranquillizers. This is part of a 
study of pre-migration tensions in white- 
throated sparrows. All this and more is 
going on at the Drumlin Farm Wildlife 
Sanctuary. Not only birds and their habi- 
tats are studied but all forms of natural 
history—insects, wildflowers, weather, 
animals, rocks, minerals, and soil. The 
man behind this ambitious year round 
program is Dr. William H. Drury, Jr., 
Director of Education of the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society. His main aim is 
to take biology out of the classroom and 
into the fields. 

When Mrs. Conrad P. Hatheway be- 
queathed her 177 acre Drumlin Farm to 
the Massachusetts Audubon Society in 
1955, the already bird-conscious Boston 
area was slated to enlarge its interests 
Boston is perhaps the only city in the 
United States in which you can pick up the 
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telephone, dial KEnmore 6-4050, and lis 
ten to an hourly report on where the latest 
birds have been sighted. The late George 
Apley would have enjoyed this service 
and would have probably dashed off to 
whatever bluff, harbor, or swamp had in 
teresting species. 

Now with the Sanctuary nearby, these 
bird lovers, children, students, and inter 
ested adults can call at the main building, 
a gracious red brick Georgian mansion, t 
arrange for a guided tour. Here you can 
browse in the gift shop which sells every- 
thing from a do-it-yourself bird feeder to 
stationery decorated with wildflowers. 
Garden clubs and other groups can meet 
in the white-panelled, teak-floored dining 
room or glassed-in patio. There is a large 
hall for lectures and travelogues. A pho 
nograph and easy chair are available for 
those who like to relax and listen to the 
record collection of bird calls. Maps of 
the Sanctuary are supplied so that the visi 
tor can follow trails through wooded 
glens dotted with wildflowers, birds, and 
birdboxes, call at the Butterfly House to 
watch a pupa stir from its winter stupor, 
explore the rolling meadows for drumlins 


(mound-shaped hills left by the glacier), 
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or

lren, and loll beside ponds rippling with 
waterfowl 

Bill Drury, the head of the Sanctuary, 
is a tall, sandy-haired, well-tanned, rugged 
man who feels equally at home on Bylot 
Island in the Arctic, squatting in an igloo 
chatting with Eskimos about golden 
plovers’ breeding grounds, or adjusting a 


microscope on a cross section of the stem 
of peat moss in a Harvard University lab- 
oratory. He has mapped out a vigorous 


program for Drumlin Farm. With his 
staff's help, he is constantly trying to im- 
prove upon the natural beauty around him 
to encourage more wildlife. By manipu- 
lating the terrain, they have been able to 
attract a wider variety of birds to nest 
there. They don’t just wait for juncos. 
They cut down a stand of pine and create 
a field that is irresistible to juncos. They 
don't just hope for killdeers. They have 
some lands plowed to provide necessary 
breeding grounds for killdeers. At pres- 
ent, the edges of roads and paths are 
being further decorated with berry-bear- 
ing bushes such as blackberry, viburnum, 
hawthorn, rose, and mountain ash to pro-

The Fisk boy was traveling in big com 
pany—but he and Gould raised a national 
howl when they engineered enormous 
gold speculations that paralyzed business 
and ruined many gamblers on Black Fri 
day. It was noted that Boss Tweed, a good 
friend of Fisks’s, was on the Erie board, 
and that Tweed’s judges were unfailingly

In fact, it was apparent that Fisk had 
fallen in with a parcel of plunderers and

George Warren's roster of patrons read 
like an American 19th century “Who's Who.” 


It's a typical Yankee saga, this story of 
the Warren family. You have Rebecca 
Spalding Kendall and John Banks War- 
ren being married in Boston (by the 
Rev. Mr. Frothingham, no less!) on the 
19th of May, 1829, the selfsame year 
that the Daguerreotype was invented. They 
began their life together in the aura of a 
new magic of “painting with sunlight” 
under which their son’s talents were to 
flower. 

Rebecca saved the ornament from her 
wedding cake, kept a scrap-book and a 
diary and when her baby George was 
born two years later she recorded his 
every mood and move, treasured his child- 
hood letters and lived to give him every 
“advantage,” in the pattern of American 
parents, where any boy may grow up to 
be president! 

George's early, impressionable years 
were spent largely in the lovely old hill

town of Alstead, New Hampshire with 
his grandmother of whom he seemed in- 
ordinately fond. Almost the first mention 
of him in his parents’ letters from Lowell 
(where they had moved from the old 
homestead in Alstead) is the observation 
that “the baby” seemed to miss her and 
repeatedly said her name. When still 
under four years of age he had learned 
his letters and was able to scrawl a little 
note asking her to come to visit him. 

In 1839, when Samuel F. B. Morse 
succeeded in introducing the Daguerreo- 
type process in this country, little Georgie 
Warren was seven years old. By the time 
he was ten he was writing his grand- 
mother at length of the “caravan” he 
visited in Lowell and the “museum” in 
Salem. 

At nineteen and out of high school 
(January, 1851) George persuaded his 
parents to buy out Chase’s “Daguerrean 
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Street, in 
mother's 


Rooms” at 128 Merrimac 
Lowell. From that time on the 
journal is a daily record of the beginnings 
of the business. The family buys paintings 
and engravings for the “‘salone.” They 
send George on a “tour to Albany” in the 
interest of his chosen profe ssion 

While the young artist is bargaining 
for a full size camera. ‘The one that 
took the picture that took the prize at the 
New York World’s Fair,” his mother is 
seeing to repairs and choosing wall paper 
for the rooms on Merrimac Street. In the 
bitter cold weather she goes to the shop, 
“fixes the sky-light curtains,” and cleans 
the large coating boxes 

There is much experimenting with var 
ious chemicals and crude equipment. At 
last the circular screen and the operating 
room are ready. George takes his father’s 
picture, experiments with his mother and 
friends.

In a 
big, typically stark, New England house 
with “Pottery Kiln and Shop” painted on 
its side, Denis and Ruth Vibert of West 
Sullivan, Maine, carry on the potter's 
tradition with talent and unique good 
sense. Together—Denis molding the 
pieces on the wheel and Ruth preparing 
the glazes, loading and unloading the 
kiln and over-seeing the shop—they have 
developed an enviable craft. 
To choose from their output is difficult 
The coils of the wheel still show on the 
insides of the bowls, all with the in 
triguing ellepticity of original work. On 
the mugs the white slip half-way down 
the outside of the body swells in varying 
curves from its dipping. A great vase, its glaze black from a reductive firing in the 
kiln, stands massively on a table. A lamp base, just as tall, diminishes to a tiny 
throat, its white slip covering incised with a thin brown design which Ruth calls 
“Cat's Cradle.” In the barn, where the show room is, the pottery is displayed along 
with sculptures made on the same wheel, paintings and native handicraft. 
Here is a kind of pottery worth looking for. It is native, contemporary, inexpen- 
sive and personal.

AST NOVEMBER, AN EVENT OF SIG- 
nificance took place in the Commun- 
ity Church of Dublin, New Hampshire, 
when the small pipe organ, built by E 
and G. G. Hook of Boston in 1853, was 
restored to perfect playing condition by 
Robert Hale and Paul Alexander of Short 
Falls, New Hampshire. Damaged mecha 
nism was replaced, the pipes cleaned and 
regulated, and an electric blower installed 
to supersede the old pump handle. 
Though it has only one keyboard and four 
stops (ranks of pipes), this superb ex- 
ample of early Yankee craftsmanship is 
again being used regularly for church 
services, in preference to the larger elec 
tronic organ used for the past twenty 
years 
The Dublin undertaking is more than 
the restoration of an antique It is an im- 
portant step in a forgotten field of art 
and music. It is fortunate that this instru-

ment was kept, for many hundreds of fine 
nineteenth century organs have been need- 
lessly destroyed and some of the former 
owners now realize that they “sold their 
birthright for a mess of potage.”’ Old pipe 
organs are generally replaced with inferi 
or modern electronic substitutes, cheap in 
price and also in tone. Usually the cost of 
one of these instruments would restore or 
modernize the pipe organ 

Early pipe organs were built in the days 
before mass production and if given oc 
casional maintenance will last a century or 
more without complete overhauling. Their 
mechanism is of the “tracker” type: the 
connection between the keys and pipes is 
of moving wooden parts. They are pleas- 
ing to play and easy to keep in repair 
Most modern organs are built with less 
reliable electro-pneumatic action that re 
sults in many gadgets for ease of playing 
but also in the need for complete rebuild-

ing before a lapse of fifty years. The elec- 
trification of tracker mechanism is a bad 
mistake. 

The organs of the early New England 
builders, as well as others in the United 
States and Canada, have a silvery and 
cohesive tone-quality that is particularly 
fine for congregational singing. This does 
not come from age, but is the result 
careful adherence to time-honored con- 
cepts of design that were forgotten in the 
first three decades of this century. Some of 
these organs are and brilliant in 
tone. The 1875 Hutchings organ in the 
Universalist Church, Woodstock, Ver- 
mont, is an outstanding example of this 
type. 

Unfortunately, many architects know 
little of organ design and alt hough an old 
organ can be made to fit into a church 
renovation program, it is often either 
pushed into a small, unsuitable location

Congregations take pride in Bullfinch 
steeples, Paul Revere bells and box pews, 
but the old organs, suffering from lack 
of care, have been in another category 
Fortunately there now seems hope of this 
being remedied. The Organ Historical So 
ciety was organized in 1956 to foster a 
real appreciation of good organs, tone 
wise and case-wise. Under the leadership

buryport, Massachusetts, has recently been 
rebuilt by the Andover Organ Co. of 
Methuen, Massachusetts, while Hale & 
Alexander have enlarged the 1893 Hook 
& Hastings organ in the Congregational 
Church, St. Albans, Vermont. In both 
cases new pipes were added but the 
tracker mechanism of the manuals was 
retained. 

In 1827, Elias Hook (1805-1881) con- 
structed a chamber pipe organ in the room 
at the rear of his music store in Salem, 
Massachusetts. He was soon joined by his 
brother, George G. Hook (1807-1880), 
to form the organ building firm of E. & 
G. G. Hook. In 1832 the rapidly growing 
business was moved to Boston. Thomas 
H. Hastings entered their employ in 1855. 
He became a partner in 1872, and the 
firm was then known as Hook & Hastings. 
The company was dissolved in 1936. 

The first Hook organ is now in the 
Essex Institute, Salem, Massachusetts and 
is still in use. The Baptist and Unitarian 
Churches of Jamaica Plain, Massachu- 
setts both retain three-manual Hook or- 
gans of the 1850's. A two-manual Hook 
organ of 1859 still serves the Congrega- 
tional Church of Hinsdale, New Hamp- 
shire. 

Most of the old organs which still exist 
have two manuals and a pedal keyboard, 
but many of a larger size were built, some 
with four manuals. Scores of churches still 
use old one-manual organs, limited in 
the number of their stops but not in the 
quality of their tone. 

Organs should always, if possible, be 
located in the rear gallery of the church. 
Unfortunately, cushions and carpets often 
absorb much of the organ’s “presence” 
< volume of sound. A fine example of 

“live” building, where several seconds 
ton before the reverberation of sound 
dies away, is St. Mary's Catholic Church, 
in Fair Haven, Vermont. This church 
houses a handsome 1856 Hook organ 
which was originally in the Universalist 
Church, Gloucester, Massachusetts. 

New England has a fine tradition of 
worthy organ building. Let us preserve 
in our churches these speaking monu- 
ments of a pioneer industry.

Or OcTOBER 1, 1957, THE ATHOL 
Historical Society purchased from 
the Town of Athol its 1827 colonial 
Town Hall and first church building for 
one dollar. Less than two years ago this 
Society was barely existing. It had a few 
exhibits in three rooms in a loaned, pri- 
vate tenement. Its officers saw this oppor- 
tunity to expand and persuaded the Town 
of Athol to convey . the Society the old 
church and Town Hall building. 

Thus, they saved this colonial land- 
mark from being sold to the highest bid- 
der to be demolished. It is now the prop- 
erty of the Society to hold as long as it is 
used for historical purposes. For the res- 
toration of the building, the sum of $6,- 
000, at least, was needed. To raise this 
money a unique plan was announced. In 
1734 the Town of Athol, then called 
Pequoig, was laid out in sixty plots of 
land with sixty proprietors. The Society 
decided to seek sixty new proprietors who 
would contribute $100 each. These new 
proprietors represent the original sixty 
and their names will appear on a bronze 
plaque in the vestibule of the building. 
On January 29 of this year the Society 
reached its goal. Two of the new pro- 
prietors are direct descendants of first 
settlers. It is now a surety that the Society 
is on a solid foundation. 

In 1962 the town will celebrate its 
200th anniversary. At this time the His- 
torical Society intends that restoration will 
be complete. The building will be a center 
of attraction. The old organ that 111 
years ago first welcomed to mage 
parishioners of Athol’s first church, will 
sound forth its same melodious tones, 
while the old bell in the tower, that in 
1828 first summoned the town folks to 
pay homage to God, tolled for departed 
members, and pealed its rich sounds over 
the countryside, will ring again to an- 
nounce another important event in local 
history—the 200th anniversary of the in- 
corporation of the Town of Athol. 
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An unexpected find in the 
town ball was an old two 
bole privy. It will be 
preserved as a relic for 
the benefit of children 
who have never seen such 
a curiosity. The building 
also houses a Hook organ 
built in 1847—the 83rd 
organ the brothers mad

r TAKES A LOT OF COURAGE TO BUY 
an old inn, closed for seven years, re- 
furbish it and open it to the public. Bill 
Smith, former plastics engineer from 
Lawrence, Massachusetts, did just that and 
hopes to make a go of it. He bought the 
Sherwood Inn at Epsom, New Hamp- 
shire, an ancient hostelry with twenty-five 
rooms, from an advertisement he saw in 
a newspaper. “I've always wanted to own 
my own business,” he says in explana- 
tion, ‘‘and inn-keeping runs in the blood. 
My grandfather ran an inn in England.” 
Smith’s father was a commercial artist and 
many of his watercolors are hung in the 
Sherwood Inn dining room. Smith has 
three children, and the whole family oc- 
cupies a suite of rooms in the Inn. Smith 
is not without experience as a cook for he 
worked as one in two hotels in his young- 
er day. He advertises on a roadside sign- 
board: “Chicken, all you can eat, $1.35.” 
We took him up on the offer. He was as 
good as his word, offered seconds, and the 
chicken (Southern Fried) refreshed a 
weary traveller. 

Bill Smith is a typical example of a 
growing awareness these days, in the 
inner innkeeper circle, that the trend to- 
ward extras and specials is to be watched 
and even followed. No more does the 
innkeeper run his business to suit him- 
self; he tailors his services to the taste 
of his trade. This, of course, is to meet 
the growing competition from motels, and 
from the ease and convenience of pay-as- 
you-go, get-there-quick trips to Europe, 
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the continent of which moves nearer to 
our shores every day 

Dormitories are springing up here and 
there, and often in the most unlikely 
places. Designed for the young and gre 
garious, dormitory living provides low 
cost quarters for skiers and others. There 
are many ways of reducing prices—and, 
after all, money, or the lack of it, is the 
greatest deterrent to travel—that leave a 
safe margin for the management but 
doesn’t dent the budget of the guest.

the story is laid in the Maine coast town 
of Cape Ann, director Quine didn't think it 
looked quite like the real thing, so he 
selected a tiny town an hour or so out of 
Hartford by the name of Chester. It was 
then up to the art director, Cary Odell, to 
change the place into what Quine thought 
that people thought Maine looked like 

For instance, Jennings Pond was con- 
verted into an Atlantic Ocean inlet. An en- 
tire dock, barnacles and all, was shipped 
there, reassembled piece by piece, and sunk 
into the muddy bottom of the pond. A 
dozen lobster boats were imported from 
Maine and transported to the location by 
truck. Hundreds of live lobsters used by 
Doris Day in the film were packed in ice, 
and brought to the scene to make their film 
debuts. The lobsters could not be dumped 
into the fresh pond water er they would 
have been dead before they could be hauled 
out for their on-camera scenes. To keep the 
confused crustaceans happy, therefore, Odell 
built huge metal-lined containers, brought 
in 1600 gallons of sea water, and this man- 
made pond was then set in the fresh water 
pond. The lobsters didn’t know they had 
left home 

In the heart of Chester, near the ancient 
post office, Odell changed a drab parking 
lot into a New England village green, com- 
plete to flagpole and Revolutionary War 
cannon. The whole main street was 
changed. One shrewd oldtimer whose store 
front was going to be filmed and who was 
offered the standard $25 fee for the privi- 
lege, had another idea. “Nope, I won't take 
it. I been thinkin’, and I dunno as that’s 
a fair price.

town as it had never been convulsed before 
Ned Stokes, furious because he was losing 
his lawsuit and was exposed as a conniving 
blackmailer, had followed Fisk to the ornate 
Grand Central Hotel and shot him fatally 

Prince Erie met his fate with admirable 
courage. After he died, age thirty-seven, the 
following day a strange thing happened 
It came out that he had been quietly sup- 
porting many poor people—a secrecy un- 
usual for the biggest show-off in town. 
New Yorkers who had sneered at his dis- 
play and deplored his blunted ethics now 
recalled warmth and friendliness. Rascal 
though he was, he had never been hypocrit- 
ical about it, and the sad truth was that 
rascality, fully equipped with hypocrisy, 
was the rule rather than the exception in 
the Tweed era. Fisk was given a military 
funeral, the most magnificent since Lin- 
coln’s. Then his body was shipped home to 
Brattleboro 

A change had likewise come over citizens 
there, who reflected that Fisk had been as 
big in his goodness as in his sins, and they 
would never see his like again. The snow- 
covered streets were jammed with sleighs 
as people who knew Jim as a harum-scarum 
kid came from miles around to see him off 
The Rev. William Jenkins prayed like sixty 
for a full half hour, doubtlessly hoping to 
steer a slightly tarnished soul upward in 
stead of downward. Fisk was buried in the 
Protestant Cemetery, and it wasn't long be 
fore the people of Brattleboro raised $25,000 
and commissioned the sculptor Larkin Mead 
to execute a proper monument. Mead hewed 
a tall marble shaft with four lightly-clad 
young women around it representing the 
career of Fisk in railroading, commerce, 
steamboating and the stage 

It's there today. Some of the young 
ladies’ fingers and toes have been taken 
by souvenir hunters, but it is still the most 
impressive monument in town, a reminder 
of the most picturesque character New 
England ever produced

bird food to attract the feathered visitors 

A new research project just being studied 
is on what has happened to the bluebird, 
a once familiar back-door New England 
bird that has been steadily decreasing. Its 
disappearance might be due to the chem- 
icals sprayed on orchards. On the other 
hand, providing many boxes for them to 
nest in may encourage their return 

Another research project involves the 
nesting of chickadees. This has come about 
because they are one of the few birds that 
like to live in pine trees, and the Sanctuary 
has many acres of pine. In order to study 
their high (659%) juvenile mortality, dur- 
ing the first year of life, the staff is trying 
to outwit the home-hunting parents. 

They are using something new to simulate 
the conditions of a hole—they fill the bot 
tom of the boxes with peat and sawdust so 
the birds can dig their own hole. If their 
plan succeeds, they will be able to band the 
young and keep track of their progress. 

The words status quo just don't exist at 
the Sanctuary. When the mosquito prob- 
lem, common in New England's wetlands, 
became too overwheming, rather than risk 
spraying with chemicals, Bill Drury im 
ported mosquito-eating fish, which arrived 
from Cleveland, Ohio by plane. The fish 
were met at the airport and had to be 
rushed quickly to the men’s room where the 
nearest faucet was available to restore their 
water supply. Both the Director of Drumlin 
Farm and the airport took this emergency in 
stride. 

Currently the staff is trying to find a way 
to create some swamps on the Sanctuary’s 
upland soil so that more species of wildlife 
will be attracted there 

The ofhce telephone is constantly ringing 
with requests for information or advice 
Dr. Drury answers them with interest. For 
example, someone recently called up ex 
citedly asking, “Can you help me identify 
two huge grey birds that are stalking my 
roof?” 

Dr. Drury, immediately suspicious that 
they were herring gull (sea gulls), the most 
ordinary bird to be seen in the Atlantic 
coastal region, tactfully replied, “Can you 
describe them in more detail ? 

“Well, they're large and grey. And have 
a snout—or maybe it’s a bill—or some- 
thing like that.” 

When Dr. Drury finally decided to ven- 
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ture the suggestion that they probably were 
herring gull, the voice on the phone pro- 
tested, “But, I don't live at the seashore 
I live in the heart of the city of Boston! 

“If you were at the seashore and saw 
those birds, wouldn't you call them sea 
gulls ?”” 

“Why, yes! I would!” The voice did not 
sound in the least disappointed but quite 


elated over at last finding out what were 
stalking his roof 
In the spring, there are always many 


calls about injured birds. or young birds 
found on the ground and thought to be 
abandoned, when actually the nest and 
mother were probably nearby. The Massa- 
chusetts Audubon Society will accept sick 
birds and nurse them until they are ready 
to be turned loose. Sometimes as many as 
fifty birds are cared for at the same time 
Others seek advice. Dr. Drury is often 
called by parakeet owners who complain, 
“I don't know what to do to please my 
parakeet. I give him the best of food and 
amusements. But he just doesn’t seem to 
like me! What should I do?” Dr. Drury’s 
advice: a spot of brandy. It works the same 
charms on parakeets that it does on men!

As I remember it he said 
something like, ‘It was the kind of spon- 
taneous approval that might be awarded 
anyone who suddenly stopped torturing 
a dog.” 

I was next on the program. I am glad 
to say that the piano circus had wiped the 
Barney Hoff nightmare from my thoughts 
for the moment. I had memorized all 
three movements of Clementi’s Sonatina, 
Opus 36, No. 2. I know this because I 
still play it, but no better than I played it 
on that late afternoon. The piece is in 
three movements, Allegretto in G Major, 
Andantino in C Major and Allegre in G 
Major. The movements are very short, 
and there is supposed to be a pause be- 
tween movements. Tradition has it that 
audiences never applaud during those in- 
tervals, whether the piece be a Symphony, 
Sonata or Sonatina Unhappily I learned 
about this when my mother first took me 
to Boston to hear the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. After the first movement of 
Beethoven's Fifth I broke into solo ap- 
plause. My mother shushed and I blushed 
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and I have never since let out so much as 
a peep between movements. But the 
YMCA music lovers waived the no-ap- 
plause edict. I got a good hand three 
times, and felt disgustingly pleased with 
myself. 

‘Next morning I went to s« hool in the 
rain.

BOVE THE BUSY MAIN STREET OF 
Fitchburg, Massachusetts, over a 
long red and gold store sign, tucked away 
behind modern green and fluorescent- 
lighted offices, rises a dust-laden proscen- 
ium arch. Long forgotten by the commun- 
ity, the continued existence of the Whit- 
ney Opera House is little guessed by even 
those few who might remember from 
their childHood the glitter from that 
carved gold arch on opening night, Octo- 
ber 20, 1880. 

Amid barrels and boxes in a dust-beam 
aura from filmy windows remains the lost 
luster of gold rosettes set in white iron- 
work balustrades. These intricate marvels 
of cast iron still enclose the first and sec- 
ond balconies. 

One may now stand “mid-air’’ above 
the one-time medium priced orchestra 
seats (on flooring laid for storage by the 


present management of the Whitney 


estate) and evoke a rustle of silk from the 
dress circle and a 
audiences 
It is the Ghost Theater of Fitchburg 
Here for nearly a quarter of a century, 
Shakespeare, light comedy, opera and the 


clamor of expectant 


melodramatic hits of the day played to 
capacity audiences. A statement by the 
management in the early days boasts 
“We claim for our programme a place in 
the front rank with the best advertising 
medium in existence. One thousand copies 
are to be distributed at every perform- 
ance 

The opera house became the regional 
center for legitimate theater and night 
after night carriages and coach parties 
from surrounding towns would head to- 
ward Fitchburg. For this was the golden 
age of the traveling troupes and not just 
one but often three or four hits were fea- 
tured a week, sometimes all with star 
billings 

This was an era in which a Redmund’s 
Shylock or a Keene’s Richard could be 
ably discussed by every man; and the dif- 
ferences of interpretation were fine points 
familiar to all who enjoyed again and 
again performances of favorite dramas 

One particular favorite was the drama- 
tization of Washington Irving's Rip Van 
Winkle. It was said that to see the play

without Joseph Jefferson was like seeing 
Hamlet with Hamlet left out 

Many were the times Mr. Jefferson 
brought old Rip to life on the Whitney 
Stage. 

A memorable night at the old Whitney 
was when the “poet of actors’ came there. 
Jefferson had been most assuredly in- 
fluenced in his style of acting by his good 
friend and fellow actor, Steele MacKaye, 
exponent of ‘quiet naturalism."” Mr. Mac- 
Kaye, also playwright and inventor, au- 
thored the second most performed play 
ever written. Hazel Kirk to this day ts 
rivaled only by Uncle Tom’s Cabin 

The play was brought to Whitney's, 
April 18, 1882, with “the double stage, 
ventilator and other invented 
expressly for the company by the author.” 
The title and name of the heroine was hit 
upon by Mr. MacKaye while summering 
with the Lewis B. Munroe family in Dub- 
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lin, New Hampshire in 1876, inspired by 
a bouquet of ripe hazel boughs brought 
back from a walk by Mrs. MacKaye. 
MacKaye's Paul Kauver, a melodrama 
about the French Revolution, played at 


the Whitney on February 26, 1890, two 
years after the author had settled his fam- 
ily in the little town of Shirley Center, 
Massachusetts, some fourteen miles from 
Fitchburg 

The old stage also saw its share of that 
other perennial favorite, Uncle Tom's 
Cabin. At least three “Double Mam- 
mouth’’ companies brought ‘‘Mrs. Harriet 
Beecher Stowe's Great Heart Story of Hu- 
manity and Right,” or “Life Among the 
Lowly,”” to Whitney's thin a year 

However, the yearly sell-out was Den 
man Thompson in the title role of his 
play, Joshua Whitcomb. For
